Byrnes Leads Revolt 
Drive for Higher Figure

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—(UP)— 
Southern senators usually friendly to 
the administration revolted today 
against the AAA’s new 12-cent-a- 
pound guarantee and 9-cent loan on 
the 1935 cotton crop and sought to 
force a flat 12-cent loan by means of 
an amendment to the third deficiency 
bill, 

The movement was led by Senator 
James F. Byrnes, democrat, South 
Carolina, an administration stalwart. 
He had the support of most cotton

Parliamentary objections forced de- 
lay until tomorrow, however, Senator 
Hale, republican, Maine, made a point 
of order that drew threat of an all- 
night filibuster, until the amendment 
would be in order tomorrow, from 
Senator Byrnes. Senator Adams, dem- 
ocrat, Colorado, in charge of the bill, 


met the threat with an agreement to 


postpone consideration until tomorrow 
morning. 

Chester Davis, AAA administrator,

The new policy involves: 

1. A government agreement to loan 
farmers 9 cents a pound on this 
year's crop to enable them to get 
cash and delay actual marketing. 

2. A guarantee that when the crop 
is finally sold the farmer's average 
return will be 12 cents a pound. A 
direct subsidy eee will make up 
the difference between 12 cents and 
the average price of spot cotton from 
September 1 to January 1. A new

Charging discrimination and favoritism

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SOCAL CREDIT LEAGUE 
VICTORIOUS WN CANADA 


“Dividends” of $25 Monthly 
Promised by Candidates 
on Winning Ticket. 


CALGARY, Alta., Aug. 23.—(>)—~ 
A benevolent government that prom- 
ises “credit dividends” of at least $25 


a month to all adult citizens of Al- 
berta province emerged tonight from 
an avalanche of votes in legislative 
elections, 

Late returns from yesterday's bal- 
loting showed 59 candidates of the 
Social Credit League, advocating the 
plan, either elected or leading in the 
race for 63 seats. The four other 
seats apparently were distributed 
among the liberals, conservatives .nd 
united farmers of Alberta. 


It will be at least 18 months, said 
William Aberhart, 57-year-old evan- 
gelist and school teacher who led the 
campaign of the social credit forces 
before the new government will be in 
a position to pay its initial dividend. 

Aberhart is expected to succeed 
Premier Reid, chosen by the united 
farmers’ government. 

The sum of $25 a month, Aberhart 
said, was suggested merely for illus- 
tration. It would not be less and as 
social credit plans move forward it 
will be the plan to increase the month- 
ly dividend payments if possible. 

Not every member of a household 
would receive $25 a month. For those 
from 16 to 20 years old payments 
would range from &5 to $20 a month. 
A wife would receive $25 as well as 
her husband. 

A “state credit house” is to be cre- 
ated. Under the plan, each citizen 
would be given a dividend book and 
a book of blank non-negotiable cer- 
tificates. 

credit entry of $25 will be made 
in the book at the credit house each 
month. Non-negotiable securities are 
to be used for the purchase of goods 
or services, no new money being is- 
sued. 

If a citizen refuses to work when 
employment is obtainable, he will be 
suspended from the dividend privi- 
leges, under the scheme. 

It was estimated that it would take 
$120.000,000 annually to pay the basic 
dividend at the rate of $25 a month 
to each citizen. 

Experts will be called upon to draw 
up details of financing. 

Aberhart said it will not be a ‘“‘gi- 
gattie scheme of taxation.” 

He believes producers and distribu- 
tors should be able to collect a levy 
that would provide the basic divi- 
dends.

BY BRITISH REPORTS 

ROME, Aug. 23.—()—Unconfirm- 
ed reports Great Britain is moving 
part of her north Atlantic fleet to 
Gibraltar and is making strong de- 
fense plans for Malta stirred Italy

These reports and ones. Britain 
might attempt to invoke sanctions 
against Italy at Geneva shared first 
place in the discussion in informed 
circles.

150,000 PREPARED 
FOR ITALIAN MANEUVERS 

BOLZANO, Italy, Aug. 23.—(®)— 
In a simulation of grim reality, 150,- 
000 Italian fighting men moved into 
this area tonight in determined prep2- 
rations to test the Italian military 
theory of battle by movement as op- 
posed to trench warfare. 

The army, assembled just south of 
the Alps, on the slopes opposite the 
frontier of Austria, is using motorized 
units and what is termed here “celeri- 
ty”. divisions. 

The movement of the 150,000 men 
here was regarded by officials as a 
drill in preparation against anything 
that might happen in Austria while 
Italy is occupied in east Africa. 

The Italian meneuvers, which in- 
clude the use of 350,000 more troops 
elsewhere in Italy in local - tactics. 
are regarded as among the largest and 
most realistic western Europe ever 
has seen. 

The actual “engagement” will be- 
gin Sunday morning when a “blue” 
army, of slightly superior strength, 
attempts to break through a “red” 
army with its back to the Austrian 
border. 

Observers said they believe this tac- 
tical problem, confronting the Italian 
general staff—which will be headed 
by Premier Mussolini in person— 
would show the most effective way 
across the Austrian frontier if events 
in Austria required Italian action. 

Every attempt is being made to 
make the maneuvers as near as pos- 
sible like actual warfare.

opponents of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration today, charging that attacks 
on New Deal policies represented a 
union of political ambition and indi- 
vidual selfishness. 

The postmaster-general, just return- 
ed from a vacation in Honolulu with 
Mrs. Farley, addressed the California 
Federation of Women’s Democratic 
Study Clubs. 

He defended President Roosevelt’s 
recovery program, predicted his re- 
election in the 1936 presidential elec- 
tion, and stamped as “rubbish” op- 
position charges that the chief execu- 
tive seeks dictatorial Bower. 

“There is little of criticism of, or 
opposition to the President’s policies 
that is not directly attributable either 
to politics or to the concern of a par- 
ticular group anxious to reserve 
some undeserved advantage it has had, 
and so make a common cause with 

political foes of the administra- 
.’ Farley declared. 

“We are on the verge of a cam- 
paign, and to that fact is attributable 
the rancor of recent outbursts.” 

The speaker asserted that “repub- 
licans and democrats alike” during 
the early days of the Roosevelt regime 
joined hands to give the President 
“the requisite authority to carry out 
his ideas” of recovery, and, Farley 
reminded, “part of that plan was the 
resolution to so shape the future 
courses of this country that the 
abuses that contributed so much to 
the acuteness of the depression could 
not be continued.” 


JURY ASKS U. 8. PROBE 
UF TROOP USE AT POLLS 


Four More Kentucky Guard 
Officers Indicted; Laf-- 
foon Hit by Report. 


HARLAN, Ky., Aug. 23.—()— 
War departmént investigation of fed- 
eral facilities used in the primary day 
occupation of Harlan county by state 
soldiers was called for by the Harlan 
county grand jury in its written re- 
port to Judge James M. Gilbert be- 
fore recessing today until September 4. 

The report criticized Governor 
Ruby Laffoon. 

The jury, which indicted Adjutant- 
General H. H. Denhardt, who led the 
occupation, ended its week of inquiry 
by adding four more of his officers 
to those already under indictment. 
They were Captain Caywood, Captain 
Williams and Lieutenant Cummins, 
of Louisville and Lieutenant Marion 
Longmire of Frankfort, charged with 
interfering with election officials. 

The jury reported it examined some 
500 witnesses. They did not, how- 
ever, include General Denhardt, who 
was summoned to tell what he knew of 
a plot to “steal” the election. After 
the occupation he said the troops had 
stopped such a plot. He failed to 
come here to testify. Since his indict- 
ment his whereabouts has been a mys- 
tery. 

The jury questioned 90 per cent of 
its witnesses about the plot, it re- 
ported, and “not a single one” knew 
anything about it. The jury returned 
about 100 indictments in all, including 
three for murder.

The indictments were returned nine 
days after Judge Harry 8.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—(UP)—A 
mechanical fly-eatcher which works 
and turns numbed flies into profits, 
has just been invented by an indus- 
trial engineer. 

The apparatus, described in. the 
Scientific American, consists of a suc- 
tion fan which pulls. in and passes 
air and any incidental flies over a 
series of refrigerating coils, chills 
them to the bone and drops them, 
“knocked out.” into cans that are 
sealed and shipped to frog raisers. 

On receiving the cans the frog 
raisers dip them into a brine solution 
again rendering them dormant—in 
which almost atrophied state they are 
fed to the frogs.

STATE EXPORTS JUMP 
100 PER CENT IN YEAR 


Collector’s Report Shows Re- 
markable Gains in Many 
Georgia Products. 


Georgia’s raw cotton export jumped 
from a value of $322,617 in June, 
1934, to $1,346,726 in June this year, 
a report issued by Howell Cone, col- 
lector of customs for the district of 
Georgia, at Savannah, disclosed yes- 
terday. 

A number of other commodities 
also -howed corresponding export in- 
creases in the report. Georgia exports 
in fotal increased more than 100 per 


| cent. 
The state industries and agriculture | plumbing fixtures, automobiles and 


sold foreign customers 38 different 


commodities and 13 new items appear 
on the export list this year. ( 

The report showed the Georgia ex- 
port increase was from $1,114, 968 
in June, 1934, to>$2,536908 in June, 
1935, a jump of almost one and one- 
third million dollars. 

Cotton cloth rose from $9,318 to 
$98,047. Another sharp increase was 
in the export of clay, which jumped 
from $1,646 to almost 30 times that 
amount, or $37,04¥. 

An item showing 100 per cent in- 
crease was gum rosin, from $273,613 
to $452,036. Wood rosin export in- 
creased from $16,928 to $63,534, tur- 
pentine from $9,382 to $19,319. 

Sheet steel, making the sharpest 
increase of all, rose -from $399 to 


$82,866. Scrap iron and steel rose 
from $9,317 to $22,165. 

Deer tongue, a plant used for fla- 
voring tobacco, was one of the new 
items exported. Others’ included 
grapefruit, pecans, corn starch, rayon 
hosiery, empty barrels, earthenware 


cotton twine. 


RETRACTION ASKED 
OF “TAG” CRITICISM 


Doyal Writes New York Of- 
ficial of Georgia Rules on 


Auto License Sales. 


Chairman Paul H. Doyal, of the 
State Revenue Commission, yesterday 
asked New York state authorities to 
retract criticisms as to the Georgia 
$3 automobile tag and “to relieve 
citizens of Georgia from embarrass- 
ment when they come into your 
state.” 

Doyal inserted this request in a 
letter to Carroll E. Mealey, New 
York deputy commissioner of the Bu- 
reau of Motor Vehicles, informing him 
this state’s regulations for procuring 
license plates had been revamped to 
curb misuse of the tags by non-resi- 
dents. 

The regulations now include a point- 
ed reminder to applicants for tags 
which reads: a

and not a citizen of Georgia, the ar- 


plication must be accompanied by 


certificates or affidavit of motor ve- 


hicle administrator showing registra~ 
tion of the vehicle for the. current 
year in the state of the owner's resi- 
dence.” 

Doyal asked Mealey to withdraw 
orders to New York’s patrolmen to 
stop all cars bearing Georgia license 
plates: and ascertain the residence of 
the drivers.

It called for Senator Barkley to reframe a compromise 
he had originally. submitted privately to house and senate conferees, 
which same compromise had been turned down by them. This time the 
house was to accept it and push it through. Thus the house would take 
the rap for the surrender. The White House would merely bow later 
in acquiesence, 

But the newsmen, dad-rat them, sent out: stories about the Presi- 
dent’s agreeing to surrender. These were read by Senator Wheeler, who 
led the fight for Mr. Roosevelt’s ‘‘death sentence” but was not consulted 
in the final deal.

In Far Corners 
Boulder Dam. 


The closing of one of the 50-foot 
tunnels by which the Colorado river 
has been diverted around the site of 
Boulder Dam for the past two years 
recently marked one of the final phases 
of the great irritation, flood-control, 
and power project in Black canyon. 
Slowly the water is now creating a 
lake above the dam—two years ahead 
of the time promised by the builders. 


“Boulder Dam is not the longest 
dam ever built, but in nearly all 
other respects it has not eten a close 
competitor,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. “Man 
has never constructed a higher water 
barrier. The impounded water in the 
lake will form the largest artificial 
reservoir in existence. The largest 
generators ever built will occupy the 
world’s largest powerhouse and pro- 
duce more than twice the electric pow- 
er that is produced by the Dneprostroy 
plant in soviet Russia, at present the 
greatest power producer. , 


“When workmen finished the exca- 
vations for the dam's foundations, a 
10-story building could pave been plac- 
ed in the cavity and the roof of the 
building would not have shown: above 
the old Colorado river béd.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—)—Max 
Baer's alibi that he couldn’t whip

A group of New York state athletic 
commission doctors reported that ex- 
amination of a dozen plates showed 
the former heavyweight champion’s 
hands hadn’t been injured in years, 
let alone this summer. 


As a result Brigadier General John 
J. Phelan, chairman of the commis- 
sion, notified Promoter Mike Jacobs 
that it was all right to go ahead with 
Baer’s battle of redemption against 
Joe Louis, the negro sensation from 
Detroit. in the Yankee stadium here 
September 24. 

“The X-rays showed signs of frac- 
tures several years old, such as al- 
most every fighter has after years 1n 
the ring,” Phelan said. “Bony 
callouses have formed around those 
old breaks and now his hands, in that 
respect, actually are stronger than be- 
fore they were broken. The plates 
showed old dislocations, but no sign 
of an injury that might have hap- 
pened as recently as the Braddock 
fight.” 

Baer’s frantic alibi, offered as soon 
as he lost the title and generally ac- 
cepted as one of the reasons for his 
weak showing against Braddock thus 
joined Primo Carnera’s famous frac- 
tured ankle alibi, which the Italian 
giant blamed for his loss of the title 
to Baer. 

That one exploded when prying re- 
porters discovered that the X-ray pic- 
tures’ of Carnera’s fracture were pret- 
ty examples of the kind of injury 4 
man gets when he falls from a height 
and lands stiff legged on his heel, 
the kind of injury seldom repaired. 
Many things happened to Primo in 
the ring with Baer that night but 
falling off a ladder was not one of 
them. The actual sitter for.that an- 
kle portrait never was discovered.

This 
burden could be materially lightened 
if there were a sales tax on cotton 
commodities.” 
He said the idea of negotiating with 
Japan in an effort to lower her cot- 
ton textile exports to this country 
was “humiliating” and an admission 
that “even in the United States 
where we are protected with high 
tariff we are unable to compete, much 
less in foreign countries which are

COURT DISMISSES SUIT 
TQ REGOVER NRA DUES 


Justice Rules Plaintiffs Have 
No Cause for Action Un- 
der Mistake of Law. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—(#)—Suit 
to recover NRA assessments of the 
millinery code authority was dismissed 
today by Supreme Court Justice 
Aaron J. Levy, in a decision regarded 
as an important precedent.

Trade Review Reports Im- 
provement in Wholesale 
Markets in Past Week. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—(#)—Irreg- 
ularity in the national business situa- 
tion was reported today by Dun & 
Bradstreet in its weekly review. 

“Evidence of the effect of seasonal 
influences became mildly apparent in 
the retail division during the week, 
as the prolonged heat wave was un- 
broken in many pasts of the country, 
thus interfering with distribution of 
early fall goods,” said the report. 

“In wholesale markets, on the othe* 
hand, the previous improvement was 
extended, buyers being eager to cover 
more distant requirements, as fresh 
price increases appeared and outlook 
for broadening consumption brighten- 
ed, accompanied by the impressive in- 
dustrial expansion and the strongem 
flow of cash into agricultural dis- 
triets. .. . 

“Between-season influences finally 
have started to affect retail distribu- 
tive totals. as volume for the week 
rose at the most sluggish rate in 
nearly two months.” 

It was stated that trade in some 
districts was 15 to 30 per cent above 
the preceding week. The estimated 
gain for the country over 1934 was 4 
to 25 per cent. 

“With fewer trade conventions and 
exhibits,” it was found, “the number 
of buyers in the leading wholesale 
markets was not so large as a week 
earlier, but the volume of orders was 
increased by the more numerous mail 
requests and the markedly heavier 
bookings by road salesmen. .. . 

“Buying for future shipments made 
one of the widest gains for any week 
this year.” 

Industrial operations were found ex- 
ceeding a year ago by 20 to 30 per 
cent, and employment and pay rolis 
were reported larger in the aggregate 
than a week earlier.

Mixed views prevailed in Wall Street 
tonight after the stock market had 
courageously overcome news of the 
utility holding company legislation 
and a 9-cent cotton loan.

Government bonds 
broke on refunding interest rate ru- 
mors. 
2. Utility legislation was worse 
than expected and may lead to fur- 
ther unsettlement as trading in utili- 
ties settles down to selective buying 
on an earnings basis. 

3. The cotton loan plan over a 
long term was considered *bullish as 
it may make an open market for the 
first time in two years. 

4. Traders bought “war babies” on 
Italy's continued belligerent attitude, 
but reports from abroad made the sit- 
uation uncertain. Actual buying in 
the American market in preparation 
for hostilities is nil and the grain 
markét, which ordinarily would bene- 
fit, has: had nothing but a psycholog- 
ical reaction. 

5. Investment demand continued ex- 
cellent. The great force of stored-up 
funds in the nation’s banks dominates 
the market. There is an insistent de- 
mand for a place to make money
